Since 1940, college and university 
tuitions have nearly doubled 
To­ 
day the average student at a pub­ 
lic college spends $1,320 per year 
for everything from books to beer, 
At a private institution of higher 
learning the cost runs to $1,825. 
The high-low tab for all college 
expenses ranges from $200 up to 
$5,500 for a year. 
These figures come from a sam p­ 
le survey just completed by the U. 
S. Office of Education.

gets of 16,000 typical students at

and universities in
